REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 and 6-23 remain pending in the application. Reconsideration is 
requested in view of the following remarks. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-10, and 12-23 stand rejected as unpatentable over Yamaguchi 
(6,438,251) in view of Rathus (5,932,863). Claims 2 and 1 1 stand rejected as 
unpatentable over Yamaguchi in view of merriman (5,948,061). 

Yamaguchi has a 102(e) date after applicant's priority case 60/082,228, filed 
April 16, 1998. Accordingly, Yamaguchi is not available as prior art as to claims 
supported by the '228 application. 

Claim 1 is supported by the '228 application. (A copy of the '228 application is 

enclosed for the Examiner's reference.) The '228 application notes, for example: 

The foregoing techniques are not limited to digital content files. The same 
approach is equally applicable with printed imagery, etc. A printed catalog, for 
example, can include a picture illustrating a jacket Embedded in the picture is 
watermarked data.
